The French Religious Budget. 

In France the cultus, or religious 
budget, has been reduced 8,500,000 
francs a year since the days of the pres- 
idency of MacMahon in 1878. In that 
year it was 63,500,000 francs, but for 
1896 itis only 45,000,000. The reduction 
has been caused chiefly by decreasing the 
salaries of the clergy, the total amount 


| of that reduction being 2, 742,495 francs. 


Then the sum appropriated for the 
archiepiscopal and episcopal palaces has 
been reduced from 210,700 to 81,000 
francs; for diocesan buildings, from 
900,000 to 600,000; for cathedrals, 
from 1,000,000 to 855,000, and for re- 
pairs on churches and parsonages, from 
8,150,000 to 1,800,000 francs, —Chicago 
Inter Ocean.

BIG CORN CROP. 
In Same of the Great Centers the Yield 
Is Already Made. 

The high promise of the corn crop is 
fully maintained. Recent rains in Texas 
and Arkansas have much improved their 
prospect, especially for the late plant- 
ing, while that section ef Kansas which 
afew weeks since appeared in possible 
danger of drought now rejoices in an 
outlook which has rarely if ever been 
equaled. So uniformly high is the con- 
dition of the crop in every part of the 
great corn belt that it is difficult to 
point out any marked local peculiarities 
in the crop. The prospect in Missouri is 
probably poorer than in any other sur- 
plus state, continued rains earlier | in 
the season preventing proper working 
out, so that the crop is rather weedy in 
the bottom lands. This excess of mois- 
ture in the early history of the crop 
gave arank growth and makes neces- 
sary a coutinuance of moist conditions 
until the crop is made. Last week there 
was some complaint of injury from 
drought in the very districts where the 
excess of moisture for the season has 
been most marked, but that has been 
relieved by the rains of the past few 
days. 

This apprehension resulting from a 
rainless period of a little more than a 
week is indicative of the unusual ten- 
derness of the plant, induced by excess- 
ive moisture during its earlier history,

This scheme works very nicely, and 
after the Cuban has departed with the 
money for his cigars the purchaser finds 
that he has been swindled. His cigars 
are not stuffed with sawdust, nor are 
they filled with tobacco, but they are 
unsmokable. This is an old, old swin- 
dling that has been exposed 
time and again, but recent complaints 
show that it still thrives.—New York 
Sun.

And Other Financial Topics Discussed by 
Cabinet Minister Morton. 

Nebraska City, Neb., Aug. 3.—J. 
Sterling Morton delivered a non-par- 
tisan address on finance Saturday in the 
presence of a large audience. He drew 
comparison between the money of the 
country when he came to Nebraska in 
pioneer days, and now. He said then it 
was something substantial, such as cat- 
tle, horses and hogs, and not until the 
present was there an effort to create 
Value from something which had no 
value as a commodity. 

After explaining the origin of money 
and dwelling upon the object of substi- 
tuting coin values, Mr. Morton said: 
“The sole origin, source and cause of 
value is human desire; when there isa 
demand for things they have value; 
when the supply remains stationary, and 
the demand increases, the value in- 
creases; when the demand ceases al- 
together the value is altogether gone. 
Up to the time of this alleged demonet!- 
vation of silver, the government had, 
during the entire existence, coined less 
than 9,000,000 silver dollars. Under the 
Eland-Allison act of 1878, the government 
authorized the coinage of the standard 
silver dollar and to restore its legal ten- 
der character. 


“This act was to resuscitate the declin- | 


ing value of silver. It was to place it 
side by side with gold as part of the re- 
‘emption money of the United States, 
Let it be remembered that silver has 
been demonetized by the act of 1873, and 
that the legislation of 18/8 was based 
upon the fallacy that silver dollars of 
gold value, could be substituted for de- 
preciated paper. The silver dollars 
eoined before this enactment, amount-

esta, of La Have, had when they were 
run down on the Grand banks by the 
bark Jane of Falmouth, for Miramichi, 
in ballast, to load for Great Britain. At 
the time of the disaster the Genesta was 
riding at anchor in about 45 fathoms of 
water, about 125 miles east of St. John’s. 
All hands, except the watch, James 
Shea, were below, some in the fore- 
castle, and the others in the cabin aft 
There was a seven-knot breeze from the 
southwest, which was piling the fog in 
very thick. Abut 3 o’clock in the morn- 
ing of the 24th the watch thought he 
heard people talking, and then heard a 
horn, and at once conclided that a 
steamer was running upon the schooner. 
He ran to the cabin and galled those 
below to turn out and save themselves, 
and then called all hands out of the fore- 
castle. When the captain reached the 
deck he saw the sails of a bark coming 
into view a few yards distant. He real- 
ized that a collision was inevitable, and 
the situation a desperate one, and 
shouted for every man to look out for 


himself and try and save his life. The 
men instinctively clambered like mon- 
keys into the rigging to await the blow. 


The drowned man, Michael Oxner, was 
the only one who remained on deck. 

The bark struck the port rail of the 
schooner a tremendous blow. The 
Genesta, which nearly a new 
schooner of 90 tons, was almost driven 
under by the shock. The bark being 
out of water, had run upon top of the 
schooner, and began to settle Gown upon

The weight crushed the latter like an 
egg shell. All but one of the Genesta’s 
crew succeeded in climbing upon the 
bowsprit of the bark, although several 
of them sustained severe injuries. Cap-

THE HOUSEHOLD. 


The Lobster and Some Ways of Using 
Him — New Designs In Denims. 
Some Savory Things to Eat. 


The lobster is a very popular article 
of food, especially during the summer 
days, when his relative, the oyster, is 
hot at his best. The lobster has the ad- 
vantage in that he can be transported 
to almost any distemce, can be kept 
alive till wanted for immediate use, 
and then being plunged into boiling 
water as a cooking process is at once 
ready for consumption. He comes to the 
table fresh and perfect. He is also ca- 
pable of being canned and made very 
serviceable in that form, though, like 
all other canned goods, there are not the 
flavor and sweetness about what our 
English friends would call the ‘‘tinned 
article’’ that there 
freshly prepared. 

The adult lobster usually weighs 
from 14 to 5 or 6 pounds, but instances 
are related of individual specimens 
weighing up to 80 pounds. For food 
purposes the smaller, firm meated speci- 


mens are to be preferred, the flesh of | 
the larger being frequently coarse and | 


less finely flavored. The best portion of | 
the meat is found in the large claws, 
though all parts are edible except the | 
stomach, which is a small, hard sack 
lying directly under the head and con 
taining poisonous matter, and the small 
dark vein running the length of the | 
tail, which is also accountgd poisonous, 
and at any rate is liable to cause sick 
ness if eaten. 

A favorite salad is made of fresh boil- 
ed lobster and crisp lettuce leaves, with 
mayonnaise dressing, but there are 
many other ways in which lobster meat 
is delectable. In this connection Good 
Housekeeping gives a few recipes, in- 
cluding the following: 

Deviled Lobster.—This isto be baked 
in the shells, and the most convenient 
way is to take two lobsters, each weigh- 
ing about two pounds. In removing the 
meat, after boiling, do not break the body 
or tail shells, which should be washed 
and dried. With a sharp pair of scissors 
trim out the inside of the tail shell and 
fit it tothe body shell. Cut the meat 
into small pieces. In a double boiler 
over the fire put 2 cupfuls of cream. 
While this is heating mix 2 tablespoon- 
fuls each of butter and flour, a level 
tablespoonful of mustard and a sprin- 


kling, according to taste, of cayenne 
pepper. Stir with this 3 tablespoonfuls 
of the boiling cream; then turn the 


mixture into the boiling cream and cook 
for five minutes. Add the minced lob- 
ster, salt to the taste and remove from 
the fire. Put the mixture into the lob 
ster shells, cover the top with fine bread 
crumbs and dot with small pieces of 
butter. Place the filled shells in a pan, 
so arranged that they will not get out 
of position, and bake till the crumbs are 
browned. They should be neatly served 
on a fish platter. 

Curry of Lobster.—Cut into inch 
pieces the meat of a medium sized lob- 
ster. Place in a saucepan 8 tablespoon- 
fuls of butter and an onion sliced fine. 
Stir till the butter is melted and the 
onion slightly browned; then stir in 2 
tablespoonfuls of flour and a dessert- 
spoonful of curry powder. When well 
blended, add slowly a scant pint of 
stock, with salt and cayenne pepper to 
the taste. Strain the sauce over the lob- 
ster, simmer over the 
utes and serve on toast.

Blackberry Cordial, | 
An English recipe for blackberry cor- | 
dial is to put in a pan 2 quarts of black- | 
berry juice and 2 pounds of lump sugar, 
with half ounce each of cinnamon, nut- 
meg, allspice and a little less of cloves, 
Let all stand together for several hours, 
then bring it to a boil very slowly and 
let it simmer for 20 minutes, skimming 
it carefully and repeatedly. Let it get 
quite cold, then add a quart of very 
good brandy and keep some months be- | 
fore using.

Silver, as a standard of value, has un- 
doubtedly outlived its usefulness, for its 
fluctuations in price render its relative 
value to gold too unstable for its use under 
the double standard. The immutable law 
of supply and demand determines its rela- 
tive va'ue to gold and any attempt to 
bolster up its market value by legislation 
iS preposterous, 

The scheme advocated and adopted at 
the Democratic convention at Chicago, to 
arbitrarily maintain the relative value of 


silver to gold at 16 to 1, by purchasing the 
world’s supply of silver at twice its market 
value and coining it into legal tender 
dollars is the quintessence of fraud and 
folly. 

The use of a precious metal as a cir- 
culating medium or even as a standard 
of value must be regarded as merely a 
temporary expedient in the evolution of 
the trade and commerce of the world, and 
pending the final and complete comprehen- 
sion of the trne meaning and function of 
the measure of value called a dollar. It is 
admitted that metallic dollars are far less 
convenient than those of paper; though 
minor coins of metal are handy and desir- 
able,

CURIOUS FACTS ABOUT THE SUN. 


Sun spots were first observed in the year 
1611.

The sun is over 860,000 miles in diam- 
eter. The earth could be placed on the in- 
side of it, and the moon, 240,000 miles 
away, could still revolve around the world, 
both the earth and the moon being on the 
inside of the great light giver.

Undoubtedly some day it will be necessary 
to enlarge City Hall, and the only feasible 
way is by an addition in the rear, which 
might extend to the railroad property. 
The police department has already asked 
for a signal service, hurry-up wagon, etc., 
and a stable could not be annexed to the 
police station as proposed. Then, the 
location in the depot yard is a congested 
one. Some other location would seem 
better for a police station, which must 
soon be provided.

HE IS THOROUS LY BAD 


Taunton Police ee ee Mur- 
derer of Fred Stange. 


Willis’ Cave Had “All the 
Comforts of Home.’ 


Filled With Goods Stolen at Many Different 
Times and Piaces. 


Taunton, Mass., Aug. 10.—When Her- 
beit Willis, aged 19, was arrested in this 
city Saturday morning it- was on the 
charge of breaking at Dawson's Provi- 
dence store, more than for connection 
with any other case, However, suspicion 
had been directed against him as the 
possible murderer of Frederick N. 
Strange, who was shot by a masked 
man at the corner of Winthrop and 
Highlands streets, on the evening of 
June 22 

The suspicion had arisen, perhaps, as 
much from the general appearance of 
the man as from any other circum- 
stance. Of all the bicycles which have 
been discoveted, and of all parts of bi- 
cycles in the young man’s dens, none 
have yet been found to correspond with 
the description of the Cleveland racing 
Wheel stolen from Irven M. Lincoln by 
the man who shot Strange. The suspicion 
of the police, then, was upon general 
principles Since the arrest, however, 
the suspicions have grown almost to the 
point of conviction on the part of the au 
thorities that Willis tired the shot which 
took young Strange’s lift Irven Lincoln 
Was the only witness present with 
Btrange at the time of the shvoting. He 
Was given a chance to listen to Willis 
while the latter was making his confes 
gion Saturday afternoon, and he at once 
declared the voice to be the same, or 
wonderfully similar, to the one which 
had said: “Change wheels with me,” on 
that fatal night 

Mr. Lincoln was not brought face to 
face with Willis Saturday. The descrip 
tion which he gave of the general appear- 
ance ot the masked man who stole his 
wheel, and shot Strange, however, cor- 
responds very closely with Willis’ speci- 
fications. On the night of the shooting, 
the murderer turned from the corners 
fato Highland street, and the next morn- 
ing his wheel tracks were traced to 
Fisher street, and there they were lost. 
Last evening, acting on information re- 
ceived from Joseph Thorpe, a farmer 
living on Fisher street, the police went 
to the woods near Thorpe'’s house, just 
across Three Mile river, and located a 
cave, about quarter of @ mile back from 
the street, near the river banks. Infor 
mation had been given the police pre- 
Viousiy that Willis had a den in the 
neighborhood, and witnesses have been 
found who gay that he was seen to drive 
up into that compar ‘tively backwoods 
section, sometimes two or three times @ 
day, for the week preceding his arrest. 

The cave had been discovered acci- 
dentally, the farmer coming upon it while 
looking for a cow in the woods. When 
the police reached the place, the fine 
artistic hand of Willis was to be seen in 
every detail of the arrangements. The 
Cave Was perhaps six feet deep and 12 
feet square. The roof had been formed 
by laying boards, stolen by the way, 
from the fair grounds fence, half a mile 
@way, and was covercd with leaves, 89 
as to render discovery impossible, ex 
cept by accident The officers cleared 
away the litter and lifted the trap door. 

The first thing to meet their gaze was 
a pair of bicycles. These were landed 
outside and were at once identified 
One was the Stearns, stolen from Fred 
Reed at North Dighton, and the other 
was & wheel which had been taken from 
a curbstone in Providence some time ago. 
The cave itself displayed a homelike in 
terior. There was a bunk and blankets 
end pillows, and beside it lay two loaded 
revolvers, one on each side, where they 
could be snatched up instantly by a per- 
son lying down. The cave was almost 
filled with goods, which the police have 
been busy identifying as property stolen 
from storesinthis vicinity. Cannedand 
bottled goods, groceries, cigars, shoes, 
firearms, knives, dime novels and the 
like were removed to the extent of an ex- 
press Wagon load. 

The murderer of Fred Strange turned 
into the street leading to this cave on 
the night of the shooting, and the tracks 
of the wheels were traced almost to the 
edge of the woods. So confident are the 
police that they have locked up the mur- 
derer, as well as the highwayman, bur- 
glar and thug, that a complaint was 
drawn up yesterday afternoon charging 
him with the murder, and he will be ar- 
raigned on that charge. 

Wiliis passed a pleasant, though sul- 
try day yesterday, disposing of a hearty 
chicken dinner at noon. The cave was 
viewed by hundreds of curious visitors. 
The plunder has been all removed, but 
the ingenious arrangements for comfort 
stillremain. The river near the cave was 
dragged yesterday for Irven Lincoln’s 
wheel, on which Strange’s murderer es- 
caped, but nothing of interest was found. 

It is reported this morning that Willis, 
yesterday afternoon, confessed to Chief 
of Police Cash and two others that he 
fired the fatal shot, besides being re- 
sponsible for a score of criminal offenses, 
which have kept the police of two states 
on the move for the past two months. 


Found Escape Easy. 

Manchester, N. H., Aug. 10.—Just be- 
fore sunset last night, 24 boys made a 
break for freedom from the yard at the 
gtate industrial school. The inmates of 
the school had supper at about 5:30, and 
then the boys were allowed to go out in 
the yard. There was only one keeper in 
charge of the boys, J. A. Williams, The 
fence which surrounds the playground 
is not of a very strong character, being 
intended more as a boundary to limit 
the area over which the bovs may roam 


than as a’barrier. A little afte: 6 o’clocy 
Mr. Williams was startled by a sound ol 
breaking of wood on one side of the 
yard, and saw the boys break through 
the fence and rush for the woods behind 
the buildings. The alarm was giy en, and 
Superintendent Ray and his men started 
in pursuit of the runaways. The search 
Was xept up through the night, and eight 
have been captured.

FORMALITY OF TRIAL 


Waived fn the Cases of Three Mur 
derers In a Louisiana Town, 


Taken From Jail and Hanged 
by a Mob. 


Brought Along Their Axes and Made Short 
Work of Jail Doors. 


Hahnville, La., Aug. 10.—There was a 
triple lynching in this town just before 
12 o'clock Saturday night, and yesterday 
morning the bodies of three Italian mur- 
derers were found swinging from the 
rafters of a shed near the courthouse 
One of the men is Lorenzo Saladino, who 
assassinated Jules Gueymard at Free 
town last Tuesday night, and the two 
others were Decinu Sorcoro and Angelo 
Marcuso, who murdered an old Spaniard 
on the Ashton plantation, near Bouttes 
station, some time agu. 

ever since the murder of Gueymard, 
this parish has been at fever heat of ex- 
citernent over the affair, and even the 
first night after the murder it was with 
great difculty that Sheriff Oery pre 
vented the lynching of Saladino. He 
spirited him away in the woods, and kept

NEW POLICE STATION.

MONTANA BOYCOTT. 


A Mining King is Said to Have 
Subscribed $200,000. 


Butte, Mont., Aug. 8.—The free silver 
fervor has manifested itself in its most 
violent form ia this state since the Chi- 
cago convention, and life-long republicans 
in these mining centers find it imprudent 
and even unsafe to openly advocate the 
election of McKinly, while sound money 
Democrats are compelled to maintaine si- 
lence as to their convictions, 

In the stock-growing counties the sound 
toney men in both parties are more nu 
merous and are allowed to express their 
opinions freely, but let the merchants in 
Butte or Helena, who trade with the min- 
ing camps, beware. The boycott is ep- 
forced against them, they get threaten- 
ing letters and personal insults heaped 
upon them, if they do not bow down to 
the 53 cent silver idol. 

Boycotting resolutions are being adopted 
by labor organizations in different parts 
of the State against gold bugs in business. 

{t is understood here that W. A. Clark, 
the mining king and banker, has sub- 
scribed $200,000 to the Bryan campaign 
fund, aud it is expected that other mine 
owners will swell the amount $500,000 
A like sum is to be raised in Idaho and in 
Colorado, 

With the free and unlimited coinage of 
silver, the contributors to the fund would 
get their money backinamonth. Mon- 
tana’s silver output alone would bring the 
mine owners of this state ap additional 
profit of at least $20,000,000 a year, the 
bulk of which would go into the swollen 
pockets of less than 100 silver barons.

Washington, Aug. 10.—The report of 
fatality, resulting from the heat in vari- 
ous sections of the country yesterday, 
indicate that the present hot spell will 
be as Gisastrous In its effect as a national 
calamity or plague. The death roll of 
the day exceeds 125 in the principal 
cities. In Greater New York, including 
New York, city, Brooklyn and Staten 
Island, the number of deaths from heat 
reaches 50.

“1 read the other day a little pam- 
phiet sent out by some of the advocates 
of the gold standard money, and it con- 
tained this paragraph, that all of the 
financiers and capitalists, the only peo- 
pie are competent to express an 
opinion on the subject, are in favor of the 
guvld standard. It first appeared in an 
art! written by a distinguished 
Frenchman, and was then reproduced 
and scattered over this country as litera- 
ture, by the advocates of the gold stand- 
urd, and therefore we must suppose that 
it expresses their ideas, that only capi- 
talists and financiers are competent te 
express an opinion on this subject.

Already 
you can go out into the market and buy 
gold and pay your debts after it is coined, 
and when you the right to use 
either one, if they attempt to corner one 
metal you can use the other. Whereas, 
if you have but one metal which you can 
convert into money, and that metal ts 
cornered, you are at the mercy of those 
Who are mamaging the corner. 

“The silver mine Owners are people 
who produce silver, as gold mine 
owners are the only people who produce 
gold. The silver, when produced, is of no 
use to the man who produces it, until he 
either exchanges it for money or converts 
it into money for his own use, and the 
moment he brings that silver from the 
mine and converts it Into the money, 
that money is in use to buy the com- 
modities produced by the toilers of the 
country, and until that money is brought 
into existence there is no money to buy 
the things which people produce, There- 
fore, When we legislate to prevent money 
coming into existence, we legislate 
against the interest of those who have 
muscle to sell, or produce to sell, and can- 
not Sell them until there is money to buy 
them.”

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Local Democrats open Their 
Campaign in Quincy. 


By a Ratification Meeting at Han- 
cock Hall. 


Address by Brooks Adams, George 
Fred Williams and Timothy 
W. Croakley. 


The Democrats of Quincy opened their 
campaign Tuesday night at Hancock hall 
with a grand ratification meeting, and al- 
though the weather was hot, and extremely 
so in the hall, there was a large attendance, 
many prominent Republicans being seen 
among the audience. 


Just before the speakers arrived there | 


was an explosion of rockets from the lot 
near the bakery, which served to herald 
their approach. 

Brooks Adams presided, and with him 
on the platform were ex-Mayor Hodges, 
Councilman Thomas J. Lamb, ex-Council- 
men William T. 
Holbrook; William B. Orcutt, Hon. Frank 
A. Hobart, of Braintree; George D. Cahill, 
Cornelius Moynihan, and the two speakers 
of the evening, Hon. George Fred 
Williams and Timothy W. Croakley. 

William B, Orcutt called the meeting to 
order and introduced Mr. Adams as the 
presiding officer of the evening. 

Mr, Adams in his opening remarks said 
these questions were ones upon which the 
most patriotic men must differ. Everybody 
agrees that the country is in a deplorable 
condition, Of the two evils he preferred 
silver. The Republican people are to take 
up Cleveland’s policy as it stands now, and 
supply the treasury with gold; but the 
question is can the country stand another 
four years like the last? There is great 
discontent among the people and the way 
to treat it is to give them relief, and if we 
can not get our price for our crops we 
never pay our debts. 

George Fred Williams when introduced 
was received with loud app'ause. He said 
in part that the fundamental principles 
upon which our Democratie institutions 
are based, are that the will of the majority 
of the people shal! be the law to govern the 
whole country, The party has recently 
held a convention, and no one denies that 
it was a fair representative of honesty 
and character and good judgment of the 
average American. 

At that convention a new policy was 
adopted effecting the monetary system of 
the country, but to the surprise of the 
people who have been accustomed to treat 
the two-thirds as decisive, there has been a 
dissent of a minority of the convention, 

These men in the ma‘n represent a class 
who have been principals in councils of the 
Democrats for sixteen years; not 
they were so smart, but 
were able to contribute a large 
funds to the party. These are the men 
who have bolted the Chicago convention. 
They have worked by the 
system, and have not so nigh 
the interests of the people, 
who go about and meet the public in 
honorable debate. 

All the disturbance comes in the 
from that small set of political leaders 
who, having been over-ruled by a majority 
of the party, are now pouring out their 
wrath upon the majority that has defeated 
them; and itis from these men that we 
getthe abuse. Their leadership is gone 
and the democracy of this state and the 
nation is now cleansed and purified there 
by. Our money contributors have gone, 
and with them has gone that order that a 
few can rule the Democratic party. Good 
riddance to them. 

Mr, Williams then took up the money 
question, upon which he spoke briefly, and 
then read at length from Henry Cher 
newsky, the father of bimetallism, and 
urged his hearers to carry it about with 
them in their pockets during the campaign 
for reference. 

At the conclusion of his address Mr, 
Williams and Mr. Adams were each pre- 
sented boquets of flowers, by one of the 
two ladies present. 

Mr. Croakley said the trouble today with 
the men who have made false issues is that 
they have been found ont. The money 
power has held these United States in its 
grip, and denies to labor the fruits of its 
toil, and has been controlled and dom- 
inated by both political parties. We now 
have a contest of money lenders. 

It makes no difference whether he runs 
a@ pawnshop on Merrimack street, or is a 
director in a national bank; they are in the 
same business. We have lost blood

Omiel Schaffer was stand- 
ing on the Pittsburg and Western bridge 
at Sharpsburg, with thousands of others, 
watching the high waters. Hie 
tempted to catch a pfece of driftwood, 
fell into the water and was drowned.

the Published Statements About 
Trouble at His Factory. 


Mr. John R. Graham denies the state- 
ments made in the issue of a local paper 
Friday in relation to the trouble at his shoe 
manufactory, The paper in question 
among other things stated that ‘ Mr. 
Graham had a conference with his men on 
Thursday and discussed the question for 
two hours, but no agreement was reached,” 
that “an Italian arrived at the shop Mon- 
day morning all prepared to go to work,” 
that ‘ when the men were first notified to 
get out a keeper was placed in the shop,” 
and that ‘‘ the men were told by a younger 
member of the firm that they must have 
their benches out of the shop by Thursday 
or they would be thrown out.”’ 


In regard to the above statements Mr. | 


Graham says that he had no conference 
with the men on Thursday; that there 


have one there; that ‘‘no keeper was 
placed in the factory,” as far as he knew, 
and that he does not believe that his son 


ever made the statement that “he would | 


throw the benches out of the shop.” 


Continuing, Mr. Graham said that he | 
had been running his sale shoe department | 
at a loss and that he told the men if they | 


would not accept a reduction in this de- 
partment that he should have to close that 
part of his business; and as the men would 
not accept the reduction he should not 
manufacture any more sale shoes, but 
should confine himself to custom work 
alone. 


He also said there was no trouble with 


the custom men and that no attempt was 
made to reduce them, and none was in- 
tended, and that they went out of their 
accord. 

In conclusion Mr. Graham said that he 
should open up his custom department 
Monday morning and if the men in that 
department desired they could return to 
work, but that he was done as far as sale 
work was concerned.

Washington, Aug. 17.—The steamer 
Laureda, referred to in the Madrid dis- 
patch, has figured frequently in the

In 
July last, the captain of the vessel was 
Indicted in the federhl courts of South 
Carolina, but was acquitted after a jury 
trial. Frequent reference has been made 
to the experience of the Laureda at 
Mayport, Fla., in May last. The cap- 
tain on that occasion failed to take out 
health papers, required by law, and this 
ied to the surveillance of the Laureda by 
a Spanish war vessel. It was claimed 
that 10 Cubans were located on board, 
and that quantities of war material and 
dynamite were thrown in the water after 
the Spanish war vessel put in an appear- 
ance. It was represented at the 
time of the appearance of the Spanish 
cruiser that 30 men were drowned, owing 
to the precipitous haste in getting ashore 
to avoid apprehension. The Spanish au- 
thorities claimed that the United States 
had taken no proceedings toward con- 
demning the ve or arms, in accord- 
Ance with the neutrality laws. All the 
state department officials were absent 
from the city last night, so no statement 
can be obtained from that quarter,

Populists’ Declaration Regarding the 
Vice Presidential Nominee, 


Bryan Never Received Money 
From Mine Owners. 


Challenges Republican National Committee to 
Make Official Charges. 


19.—The Populist 
was in session all 
afternoon, Chairman Jones

The 
straightening out of the complications 
resulting from the nomination of Wat- 
son and the rejection of Sewall (a power 
Which was conferred by resolution on

With regard to the withdrawal of Bryan 
or Watson from the Populist ticket,” 
was asked of Senator Butler, the chair- 
man of the committee, at the conclusion 
of the afternoun session. 

“The People’s party ticket as named at 
St. Louis,” replied Senator Butler, “ls 
Bryan and Watson, and that will be the 
People’s party ticket until the polls 
close in November. Mr. Bryan is as 
much our candidate as Mr. Watson, and 
as far as this committee has power it 
will strive just as hard to elect one as 
the other, and will leave nothing in its 
power undone to help either or both, but 
it will not help one candidate at the ex- 
pense of the other,” 

Chairman Jones had 
View with Senator Butlk 
clined tu state its Import 
cratic headquarters, however, 
nouncement wus received 4s the 
expression of the chairman of the Pop 
ulist party. They point out that fusion 
has already taken place in the western 
states, but this will not prevent them 
from directing all their efforts toward 
fusion in the south. It is explained, in 
view of Senator Butler's statement, that 
if both vice presidential candidates re 
main in the field, when it comes to the 
electoral college, if Bryan has a majority, 
he will be elected, and then if neither 
vice presidential candidate has a ma- 
jority the election will go to the senate, 
which must choose between the two hav- 
ing the highest number of votes. 

The committee held another long meet- 
ing last night, at which it was decided to 
locate the Populist headquarters in this 
city Senator Butler and Secretary 
Edgerton in char Chairman 
Jones with the committee 
for another consultation.

“] have already denied this charge on 
several occasions, but the reiteration of 
it by Senator Thurston justifies me in 
answering it again. 1 have neveratany 
time, or under any circumstances, been 
in the employ of any mine owners, in- 
dividually or collectively, directly or in- 
directly, nor have I ever been in the em- 
ploy or paid by any metallic league as- 
sociation, Aside from editorial salary, 
of about $150 per month, paid by the 
Omaha World-Herald, and a small 
amount derived from the legal profes- 
sion, my income since my retirement 
from congress has been derived entirely 
from lectures before Chautauqua lyce- 
ums and lecture bureaus, which have 
usually paid me a fixed sum, and from 
contributions made by the people of the 
localities where I have spoken. In some 
instances I have received nothing at all. 
In most cases I have received more than 
enough to pay traveling expenses. In 
only two instances, I think, has my com- 
pensation exceeded $100, and in these in- 
stances it was about $200 at one place 
and about $300 at the other. 

“The first platform on which I ran for 
congress, in 1890, before I was known 
politically outside of my state, con- 
tained a free coinage plank, and my 
Republican opponent that year was an 
advocate of free coinage. In the cam- 
paign of 1892 I again ran on a free coin- 
age platform. In 1894 I again ran ona 
free coinage platform, and my opponent 
for the senate, Mr. Thurston, while op- 
posing unlimited coinage at 16 to 1, in- 
sisted that he favored bimetallism. I 
wrote the free coinage plank on which 
I ran in 1890, and the free coinage planks 
in the Nebraska state platforms {n 1891, 
1892 and 1896, and tried to secure the 
adoption of free coinage planks in the 
state platform in 1892 and 1893, I only 
mention this to show that my advocacy 
of free silver is notofrecentdate. Havy- 
ing made this answer to Mr. Thurston's 
letter, I shall hereafter take no notice 
of individual or newspaper comment on 
this subject. If the Republican national 
committee will say officially that I have 
ever been employed to deliver speeches 
by any mine owner, a group of mine 
owners, or by any association supported 
by mine owners, I am ready to makea 
statement showing in detail all money 
received by me for speechmaking.”

Delivered by Cockran In Behalf of 
Gold Standard Democrats, 


Relation of Labor to the 
Money Question. 


Argues That Wage Earners Cannot Afford to 
Vote For Free Coinage. 


New York, Aug. 19—When Hon. 
Bourke Cockran walked down to the 
front of the speaker's stand at the mass 
meeting held under the auspices of the 
Honest Money Democratic league in 
Madison Square Garden last evening, 
prepared to deliver an address in an- 
swer to William J. Bryan's essay of the 
Week before, he beheld a most remark- 
able political demonstration, 


It was an audience that filled the 
Whole garden from the foot of the 


speaker's stand te the upper galleries, 
un audience that numbered no fewer 
than 15,000 souls, rose as one man, all 
holding American flags, which they 
waved above their heads as they shouted 
thelr greetings. 

For minutes the cheering lasted, and 
then the band began to play, and from 
cheering that mighty throng turned to 
sing “The Star Spangled Banner.” 
Nothing that was ever done to arouse 
a@ patriotic feeling in a public gathering 
could create a deeper or more lasting 
impression than that shimmering rain- 
bow spray of flags above the faces of 
that vast throng. 

Nor did ever a private American citi- 
zen—a man who was not a candidate for 
a@ great office—draw so many people to 
hear him speak as gathered to listen to 
Bourke Cockran’'s arraignment of the 
policy as presented by Mr. Bryan. Com- 
pared with the audience that heard Mr. 
Bryan, the throng last night was signi- 
neant. 

The garden was full, and instead of 
hastening away while the speaker was 
put beginning his speech, they steadily 
increased in numbers for at least a half 
an hour after Mr. Cockran had uttered 
his first words. Moreover, the closest 
attention was paid to everthing the 
speaker said from beginning to end. Mr. 
Cockran’s address tollows: 

Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen, 
Fellow Democrats All: With the in- 
spiring strains of the natlonal song 
ringing in our ears, who can doubt the 
issue of this cainpaign. Stripped of all 
Verbal disguise, it is an issue of com- 
mon honesty, an issue between the hon- 
est discharge and the dishonest repudia- 
tion of public and private obligations 
it is a question as to Whether the pow- 
ers of this government shall be used to 
protect honest industry, or to tempt the 
citizen to dishonesty. On this question 
honest men cannot differ It is one of 
morals and of justice. It involves the 
existence of social order it is the con- 
test for civilization itself A Demo- 
cratic convention may renounce the 
Democratic faith, but the Democracy 
remains faithful to Democratic prin- 
ciples. Democratic leaders may betray 
a convention to the Populists, but they 
cannot seduce the footsteps of Demo- 
cratic Voters from the pathway of honor 
and of justice A court bearing the 
mandate of a Democratic convention 
may in this hall open a canvass leveled 
against the foundations of social order, 
and he beholds the Democratic masses 
confronting him, organized for the de- 
fense. Fellow Democrats, let us not 
disguise from ourselves the fact that we 
bear in this contest a serious and grave 
and solemn burden of duty. We must 
raise our hands against the nominee of 
our party, and we must do it to preserve 
the future of that party itself. Wemust 
oppose the nominee of the Chic ago con- 
vention, and we know full well that the 
success of our opposition will mean our 
own exclusion from public life, but we 
will be consoled and gratified by the re- 
fection that it will prove that the Amert- 
can people cannot be divided into parties 
on & question of simple morals or of com- 
mon honesty 

The Troe Issue 


We would look in vain through the 
speech, delivered here one week ago, to 
find a true statement of the issue in- 
volved in this canvass, Indeed, I be- 
lieve it is doubtful if the candidate him- 
self quite understands the nature of the 
faith which he professes. I say this not 
in criticism of his ability, but in justice 
to his morality. I believe that if he him- 
self understood the inevitable conse- 
quences of the doctrines which he 
preaches, that his own hands would be 
the very first to tear down the platform 
on Which he stands. We all must re- 
member that lurid rhetoric, which 
glowed as fiercely In the western skies 
as that sunlight which through the past 
week foretold the torrid heat of the en- 
suing day, and here upon this plaform 
we find that same rhetoric as mild, ag 
insipid as the waters of a stagnant pool. 
He is a candidate who was swept into 
the nomination by a wave of popular en- 
thusiasm, awakened by appeals to prej- 
udice and greed. Heisa candidate, who, 
declaring that this was a revolutionary 
movement, no sooner found himself face 
to face with the American feeling than 
he realized that this soil is not propi- 
tious to revolution, that the people of 
this country will not change the institu- 
tions which have stood the tests and ex- 
perience of a century for the institutions 
based upon the fastastic dreams of Pop- 
ulist agitators—that the American na- 
tion will never consent to substitute for 
the republic of Washington, of Jefferson 
and of Jackson, the republic of an Alt- 
geld, Tillman or a Bryan. 

Whatever change may have come over 
his manner as a candidate, however 
much the vehemence of his eloquence 
may have been reduced, two things for 
which he stands remain unaltered. On 
this platform he defended the most rev- 
olutionary planks of the Chicago conven- 
tion, in language more vehement, but 
not less earnest, than that in which he 
supported their adoption. On this plat- 
form he defended the Populistic pro- 
gram for overthrowing the integrity of 
the supreme court. If there be any fruit 
which has grown for the benefit of all 
mankind out of the establishment of our 
republic, it has been the demonstration 
that it is possible by the organization of 
an independent tribunal to safeguard 
the rights of every citizen, and protect 
those natural privileges against any in- 
vasion, from whatever source, or how- 
ever powerful might be the antagonizing 
clements. 

The very existence of that power pre- 
supposes the existence of an indepen- 
dent tribunal, yet we have this Populist 
convention, because a Populist measure 
was condemned as _ unconstitutional, 
proposing, not to amend the constitu- 
tion in the ordinary way prescribed by 
that instrument itself, but proposing to 
pack the court so that it will pronounce 
those laws to be constitutional which 
the constitution itself condemns; a pro- 
posal to make the courts of law instru- 
ments of lawlessness; to violate that 
sacred compact between the states, on 
which the security of this nation rests; 
to profane the temple erected for its pro- 
tection by the hands of faise priests, 
who, though sworn to defend it, will be 
appointed to destroy it.

AMERICAN SILVER. 
Canadians Will Not Have 
of It. 


All the banks have, since the Bank of 
Montreal took the initiative, joined what 
is now evidently a combination, and not a 
dollar’s worth of United States silver could 
be passed through a Canadian bank today 
were it worth its weight in gold. 

The action of the banks and large cor- 
porations has caused a mild panic among 
those who have the silver, for since the 
the edict has gone out, not a tradesman of 
any description will look at the coin, and 
even the saloon keepers, who two weeks 
ago were glad to get them, now refuse 
them. 

At one or two of the better class hotels, 
where Americans stay, the order is not so 
binding, but, with this exception, the 
city has shut out the coin most effectively. 

To sum the matter up, in Montreal the 
bankers have as much Canadian silver as 
they can handle, to say nothing of the 
American, and it was to their interest to 
keep the latter from the country. They 
have succeeded to a degree that was never 
thought to have been possible.

The Mexican Dollar Trick. 


Every day or two the pews columns 
of the papers contain an item to the 
effect that some smart Alecs or some 
business firms desiring, probably, to 
get a free advertisement for them- 
selves have been giving their employes 
an “object lesson’’ in the currency 
question by paying them off in Mexi 
ean dollars, The intrinsic value of that 
coin is at present about 55 cents, and 
inasmuch as it isn’t a legal tender in this 
country, it passes here only for its bullion 
value. Does it occur, we wonder, to 
these people, that they are also giving their 
workmen an object lesson to upset the 
arguments of the gold standard advocates 
every time they pay their help in standard 
silver dollars and paper treasury notes? 

The former is intrinsically worth a few 
cents less than the Mexican coin and the 
treasury note has of course a merely pomin- 
al value as a bit of paper, Yet both are re- 
ceived for 100 cents. The mint stamp on 
the one and the simple promise to pay of 
the government on the other, and the law 
which decrees that they shall b> recognized 
as legal tender in the payment of debts 
gives them the same value as gold. We 
hear a great deal nowadays about the folly 
of flooding the country with flat money and 
of the terrible evils which wouid follow 
from its introduction into our fiuancial 
system, And yet, hundreds of millions of 
the currency now in use is flat money, 
pure and simple.—Fall River Daily Globe.

In the time to which T must confine 
myself tonight, I can do nothiny but 
examine that one question, which Mr. 
Bryan himself declares to be the over- 
shadowing issue of thiscampaign. Iam 


a little puzzled when I read this speech 


to decide just what Mr. Bryan himself 
imagines will be the fruit of a change 
in the standard of value throughout | 
this country. If Mr. Bryan could show 
me that by means known to heaven or 
earth wages could be imcreased, I wili} 


be ready to support him, because I know 


of no test of prosperity absolutely 
fallible except the rate of wages paid to | 
laborers. When we come to find how 


Mr. Bryan expects to increase the wages 
of labor, we find ourselves lost in a maze 
of contradiction. No man can tell how 
or Where or when the wages of the work- 
ingmen are to be increased; but anyone 
who examines the scheme can see that 
the inevitable tendency, the 
consequence of a debasement in the 
standard of value must be a reduction 


in the rate of wages—and that is the} 
conspiracy in which the Populists is en- 
gaged. 


Now Mr. Bryan tells us that he wants 
to cheapen the dollar; that he wants to 
increase the volume of money. Ido not 
believe that any man who ever lived 
could quite understand a _ Populist’s 
notion of what money is, further than 
that he believes it is a desirable thing 
to get, and that he is not very particular 
about the means in which he can get 
his hands on it. 

Money and Property Not Identical, 


Nothing is more common than the 
mistake that money and property are 
identical. They are not. There may be 
a very large volume of circulating me- 
dium, and very great poverty. Theissue 
of paper money simply ts no more an 
increase of Wealth than the issue by an 
individual of his promissory note would 
show an increase of his property. Asa 
matter of fact, an increase in the coinage 
is no proof of an increase in property, 
but may be a strong proof of a decrigise 
in wealth. It is not the volume of money, 
but the activity of money that counts. 


The basis of sound trade is sound 
money; money which is intrinsically 
valuable—money, which like the gold 


coinage of this country the government 
cannot affect, if it tried to. I can takea 


$i0 gold piece, and | can defy all the 
power of all the governments of this 
earth to take 5 cents of value from it. 


sWeat of my 
the exercise 


Having earned it by the 
brow, having earned it by 
of my brain, having earned it by the 
exchange of my commodities, I can go 
to the uttermost ends of the earth, and 
wherever I present it its value will be 
unquestioned and unchallenged. That 
gold dollar, this meeting, the Democratic 
party, the honest masses of this coun- 
try, without distinction of party divis- 
ions, demand shall be paid to the laborer 
When he earns it, and that no power on 
earth shall cheat him of the sweat of his 
brow. 

It is perfectly clear that the purpose of 
the Populist is to put up the prices of 
coin commodities. Mr. Bryan's language 
is that he is going to improve the con- 
ditions of the people of this country. 

Now if he got possession of the gevern- 
ment tomorrow, he could not create one 
single thing of value by exercise of any 
governmental power in the world. It 
requires the labor of man, @nd the labor 
man alone, to create wealth If Mr. 
Bryan is going to enrich somebody, the 
thing which he means to bestow on him 
he must take from somebody else. Who 
is to be despoiled, and who is to be en- 
riched by the exercise of this new 
scheme of government? 

A government never can be generous, 
because if it be generous to one it must 
be oppressive to another. But this flnan- 
cial scheme contemplates an increase in 
the price ‘of certain commodities. We 
are coming now pretty close to the wood- 
pile behind which the African is con- 
cealed. Now if everything in this world 
or in this country, including labor, be in- 
creased in value tomorrow in like pro- 
portion, not one of us would be affected 
at all. If everything be increased 10 
per cent In value, we would pay 10 per 
cent in addition for what we would buy, 
and get 10 per cent more fur what we 
would sell, and we would be in exactly 
the same place we occupied before, 
Therefore, it is fair to assume that is not 
the lame and impotent conclusion which 
this Populist revolution contemplates, 
What, then, is it? It is an increase in 
the price of commodities, and allowing 
labor to shift for itself. If the price of 
commodities be increased, and the price 
of labor be left stationary, why that 
means the cutting down of the rate of 
wages. If, instead of a dollar, which 
consists of a given quantity of gold equal 
to 100 cents anywhere in the world, with 
the purchasing power of 100 cents, the 
laborer is to be pald in dollars worth 50 
cents each, why he can only buy half as 
much with a day’s wages as he buys 
now.

ALAWYER HIRED BY THE DAY. 


And the Reason He Quit This Job Pre- 
cisely on Time. 

With the name of Rufus Lockwood is 
recalled to mind one of the most extraor- 
dinary geniuses that the state of Cali- 
fornia ever produced. It is many years 
now since Lockwood held sway i the 
courts of San Francisco. He was, in his 
day, perhaps the best lawyer in the 
state, and it was only because of his ut- 
ter indifference to pecuniary matters 
that he did not leave a large fortune be- 
hind him. 

Lockwood went at one time to Horace 
Hawes, a very distinguished lawyer, 
and the author of the consolidation act 
which is now in force. Hawes hada 
reputation for close figuring, and Lock- 
wood knew it. He said, ‘‘Mr. Hawes, 
I’ll hire myself to you for one year from 
date at asalary of $25 a day, payable 
every night.”’ 

‘*All right,’’ said Hawes, delighted 
to engage the services of the brightest 
mind in the state at so low a figure—for 
the salary was not a great one in those 
days—and the bargain was sealed. It 
was 11 o’olock inthe morning. But 
from that time on, it is said, Hawes 
never missed ap opportunity of remind- 
ing Lockwood of his bondage. He would 
say, in the presence of others, ‘‘Lock- 
wood, go fetch that book,’’ ‘‘Lock- 
wood, do this or that,’’ etc. Lockwood 
never said a word, but did as he was 
bidden, and Hawes enjoyed his triumph. 

Finally it came to the day when the 
year’s engagement terminated. There 
Was & most important lawsuit on hand, 
of which Lockwood had made a careful 
study. Noone inthe state could pos- 
sibly have handled it as he did. Well, 
on the day in question Lockwood stood 
in court, an array of lawbooks in front 
of him, and expounded his views in 
masterly fashion. Suddenly he looked 
up at the clock and saw that it was the 
hour of 11. Closing the book from which 
he was quoting, he turned to Hawes, 
who was sitting beside him, and said: 
‘“‘Mr. Hawes, a year ago today at this 
hour I contracted to work for you one 
year. My time’s up, the contract is can- 
celed and I am going.”’ 

Thus did he repay his master for the 
humiliation heaped upon him. Hawes 
was in the greatest consternation. He 
could not possibly take up the thread of 
the case where Lockwood had left it, 
and he begged and implored him to pro- 
ceed. But Lockwood remembered, and 
he turned a deaf ear to all persuasions, 
He kept his word; the-contract had ex- 
pired.—San Francisco Bulletin. 

A Square Drink. 

But of all the attractive features of 
this charming spot, Rothenburg, the 
annual festspiel, celebrating the cap- 
ture of the town by Tilly during 
the Thirty Years’ war, ranks first. At 
that time, and indeed until 1808, Roth- 
enburg was a free city, taking an active 
part in the peasants’ war of 1525 and 
in the Thirty Years’ war of the follow- 
ing century. It was in the course of the 
latter, in 1631, that the celebrated Tilly 
appeared before Rothenburg and de- 
manded its capitulation. This the citi- 
zens refused, with the result that the 
gallant little town was besieged and 
taken. Tilly and his generals proceeded 
to the rathhaus and demanded the 
municipal keys of the burgomaster. At 
the same time Tilly imposed a fine of 
80,000 thalers and garrisoned the town 
with his soldiers. 

The burgomaster pleaded in vain for 
some mitigation of the penalty, until 
the victorious general, after remaining 
for some time unmoved by his entreaties, 
conceived the extraordinary notion of 
offering to restore the freedom of the 
town on condition that one of the in- 
habitants should come forward and 
empty atone draft an immense beaker 
of wine, containing about 81g liters 
(over three quarts.) This was an un- 
heard of feat, even in those hard drink- 
ing days, and for some time his offer 
remained unaccepted. The opportunity 
of freeing the town from a foreign yoke 
seemed, however, too important to be 
lost, and accordingly a patriotic citizen 
named Nusch resolved to attempt the 
difficult task imposed by the conqueror. 
As a matter of fact, he drained the 
beaker at one draft, and, although tra- 
dition relates that a severe illness fol- 
lowed the feat, still he saved the town, 
for Tilly kept his word and restored the 
independence of Rothenburg. —Cham- 
bers’ Journal. 


A Feature of Phenix. 

“Tam struck,’’ said a well known 
traveler the other day, ‘‘with a few 
features in Phenix that mark no other 
town on the coast. One of them is the 
custom of posting up black bordered 
notices of invitations to funerals. I’ve 
seen that done in some of the little 
towns in the gulf states, but nowhere 
else. I know it’s a sort of habit only 
from a conversation I had with an old 
timer. He said that about 20 years ago, 
when the town was new, there were no 
newspapers, and even later the only ve- 
hicle of news was a weekly paper. 
There was no ice to be had, and burials 
had to be done quickly, especially in the 
summer time. The only way to bring 
the news of the death and funeral to the 
attention of the public was by means of 
notices stuck on the posts, and the ous- 
tom has continued to this date, when 
no necessity exists.’’—Arizona Repub- 
lican.

The crowd last evening was angered 
by the shooting of the union laster, 
Charles O. Barlow, Wednesday, by Will- 
fam J. Whitten, the non-union man, 
Whitten is still at large, and has not yet 
been arrested, although he continues to 
work in the Plant factory. 

Barlow, the wounded man, applied to 
the authorities for a warrant for the 
man’s arrest, but was refused, and told 
that a warrant for the man’s arrest 
would be issued when the case came up 
for trial in the local police court, pro- 
vided the evidence against him was such 
as to call for his arrest. 

Certainly not since the great strike of 
1278 have such scenes been witnessed 
here as those of last evening. 

William J. Whitten, as far as known, 
did not come out of the Plant factory 
until after the trouble was all over, at 
least he was not seen in the crowd at 
any time. Had he made his appearance 
it might have gone hard with him. 

Only one arrest was made in connec- 
tlon with the assaults last evening, that 
of ayoung man named Brenton J. Hynes, 
who was locked up on a charge of dis- 
orderly conduct. 

The Plant company appears to be 
making no headway in filling its factory 
with non-union men, and the union 
pickets report that the number of hands 
at work in the shop yesterday was even 
less than Wednesday. 

The strikers continue to receive money 
donations from labor unions in different 
parts of the country,.and the free dining 
room in the Lasters’ hall building is re- 
ceiving large donations of groceries and 
provisions from the merchants of Lynn,

RHODES AS PEACEMAKER. 


The Matabele Rebe'lion Is Brought to an End 
Throught His Efforts. 

Buluwayo, Aug. 24.—The mission of 
Cecil Rhodes to the Matabele is reported 
to be a pronounced success. The natives 
have yielded, and war is considered at 
#nend. Rhodes inspired the confidence 
of the Matabele chiefs by going among 
them unarmed. The chiefs complained 
that ill-usage by native police provoked 
rebellion, and Mr. Rhodes promised them 
that reforms in this respect would be 
inaugurated at once. 

According to special dispatches from 
Buluwayo, received by the London 
papers, the Matebelechiefs promised not 
to fight the English forces, provided 
Cecil Rhodes would agree to remain in 
the country and care for them. They 
also asked for the removal of a perma- 
nent government official, of whose con- 
duct they complained bitterly. Cecil 
Rhodes replied, telling them that 
the official referred to had already left 
the government service. He then asked 
the chiefs whether they were for peace 
or for war. Secumbo, the leading chief, 
laid his gun and assegai before Mr. 
Khodes, and signified that they were in 
favor of peace. Cecil Rhodes promised 
to spare their Hves, but said that the 
surrender must be unconditional. At 
the conclusion of the conference, Se- 
cumbo cried: “Go in peace, my father, 
greatest of chiefs.” 

Two of the chiefs were brothers of 
Lobengula, the Matabele king, who was 
said to have been killed at the close of 
the Matabele war in 1894.

FOR A GOLD STANDARD. 


Convention of Massachusetts Demo- 
crats Opposed to Bryan. 


Cannot Stand Upon Platform 
Proclaimed at Chicago. 


Claim That It Repudiated the Ancient Principles 
of Democracy. 


Boston, Aug. 25.—The convention of 
the gold standard Democrats of Massa- 
chusetts was called to order at 11 o'clock 
today in Horticultural hall by ex-Mayor 
Fr. O. Prince. James Russell Reed was 
selected as temporary chairman. Upon 
assuming the chair he made the follow- 
ing address: pe 

“I thank you for the honor of being 
your spokesman upon this occasion. We 
meet here in an unusual way and under 
unusual Circumstances to state our posi- 
tion in the plainest manner. The reasons 
for our acti“i are many. Westand here 
in opposition to the Chicago platform and 
candidates, because we believe in the 
supremacy of law as law is determined 
by the supreme court of the United 
States. We know that the existence of 
Our government depends upon the obe- 
dience of the people to the decisions of 
cur court of last resort. The Chicago 
platform assails the integrity of this 
court 

“We stand here in opposition to the 
Chicago platform and candidates be- 
cause we believe in order, and because 
we will not condemn our national gov- 
ernment for legally maintaining order 
and protecting the rights, the property 
and lives of citizens who were refused 
protection by the governor of Illinois. 
The Chicago platform condemns the 
national government for so doing 

“We stand here in opposition to the 
Chicago platform and candidates be- 
cuuse We believe in Justice, and justica 
demands that the servants of the people 
should be protected by the civil service 
laws now in for 

“We stand here in opposition to the 
Chicago platf rm and candidates, be- 
cause we belli in honesty and in the 
rules of arithmetic. We do not wish to 
pay our debts, nor to be paid by our 
debtors, in anything but the best money 
of the world, suc h as we now have. In 
this money these debts were created, 
and in this same money they must be 
settled. Each day's future labor creates 
a new debt, which must be paid in the 
same best money. The best is none too 
good for us, and that best must be as 
good as gold. We were brought up to 
believe that two times two are four, and 
when we are told that two times twoare 
six, or that 53 or 51, or it may be 49, next 
week are equal to 100, we know that no 
such change can be made in our good 
old rules without disturbing the founda- 
tions of suciety, and we do not wish to 
trifle with the multiplication table. Nor 
do we believe it is in the power of the 
United States, great as we may have be- 
come since so many mining camps have 
been represented by stars upon our flag, 
to change the relative value of things 
in the face of the protest and the opposi- 
tion of the rest of the civilized world. 

“We stand here in opposition to the 
Chicago platform and candidates be 
cause we believe in the Democracy for 
which Grover Cleveland lives, and for 
which William E. Russell died. The 
spirit of our friend is with us still, and 
is our strongest inspiration to do as he 
did. 

“We claim that we hold the real prin- 
ciples of Democracy, and that the men 
at Chicago who spoke and acted against 
these principles are bolters; that we are 
still loyal, when we prefer the substance 
and spirit of Democracy to the letter or 
the shadow, or even the name, 

“We know well that suffering and dis- 
tress exists in many parts of our coun- 
try, but we do not believe that the ill- 
ness of our body politic is to be cured by 
a dose of poison 

“Let me say one word to our friends, 
the enemy, the Republican party. We 
are not with you now any more than we 
have been with you in the past, For as- 
surance that your candidates will stand 
firmly upon the money plank of your 
platform we are thankful. On this point 

you agree with us. On other points you 
differ. And be assured on these other 
points we are, and will be, the same good 
old opponents you have found us before.” 

Following Mr. Reed's addyess, the con- 
vention chose permanent-@6fficers, with 
Thomas J. Gargan as the chairman. 

Assistant Secretary of the Treasury 
Hamlin made an address, and was fol- 
lowed by William Everett and Colonel 

John R. Fellows of New York. Colonel 
Fellows made the address of the day and 
voiced the sentiments of the gold stand- 
ard Democracy of the country in general, 
while Secretary Hamlin’s utterances 
were considered to reflect the views of 
the national Democ ratic administration. 


Following is the platform adopted by 
the convention: 

The Democratic party during its whole 
history has been pledged to promote the 
security of personal liberty and private 
contract, the rights of the individual 
against favored classes, the supremacy 
of the law, and economy of administra- 
tion of government in the people’s inter- 
ests. 

The Democratic party has always 
stood for a sound and stable currency 
for the use and benefit of the people, and 
not of a section or a class. 

It has ever insisted that the financial 
honor of the nation, as well as the in- 
tegrity of the institutions established by 
the constitution, should be preserved in- 

yiolate. 

The delegates to the convention at Chi- 
cago were elected to proclaim a platform 
and to nominate candidates represent- 
ing these cardinal principles of the Dem- 
ocratic party.

We reaffirm our confidence and pride 
in the firmness, courage and patriot- 
ism of the administration of Grover 
Cleveland, who, under exceptional diffi- 
culties, brought about by past errors of 
Republican lk lation, has heroically 
maintained the honor and integrity of 
the nation. 

We repudiate the actions of the Chi- 
cago convention as revolutionary. 

We repudiate the Chicago platform as

TALKED TO FARMERS. 


McKinley Ha No Fear That He Will Lose 
Their Votes. 

Canton, O., Aug. 25.—A party of seven 
carloads of Knox county farmers reached 
Canton by a special Pennsylvania train 
yesterday. The had a cornet band with 
them, and no more enthusiastic delega 
tion has reached Canton than they. They 
marched the mile from the station to the 
McKinley home in good form. A local 
farmer headed the parade with a load of 
new mown hay. They were a_ sturdy 
looking set of men, and cheer after cheer 
went up as their chairman appeared on 
the stoop with Major McKinley. 

H. D. Critchtield made a neat presen- 
tation. Major McKinley’s response was 
repeatedly interrupted with applause, 
and it was quite lengthy. He said the 
hardship of the American farmers came 
from too tmmany competitors over the 
whole world. They also came from the 
fact that the farmers’ best customers, 
the American workingmen, had been 
largely out of work for the past three 
years. The Republican party could not 
dispose of the competitors, but it could 
help the American market for the 
farmer, The home market under pro- 
tection consumed 95 per cent of Amer- 
ican agricultural products. He said that 
the home market is the best market; 
that the factory was the farmer's best 
friend; that prosperity had come to the 
farmer through the factories, and not 
through the mints. He said he had no 
fear of the farmers’ vote. In 1892, they 
had stood firmly and loyally against free 
trade. They would stand against free 
trade and free silver this year. That to 
lower the standard of value would not 
give the farmer any actual gain. But 
the panic of a free trade and free slil- 
ver policy would but add to the hard- 
ships of the last three years. He quoted 
from the presidential messages of Fill- 
more, Jackson and Buchanan, to show 
that a low tariff policy had always 
worked to the hardship of agriculture. 
He said free silver would not cure our 
overproduction of farm products or the 
underconsumption of the American peo- 
ple. Free silver would not close the 
wheat fields of Russia, India or the 
‘Argentine Republic. The farmer, as 
well as the workingman, wanted his 
pay in an honest dollar, 

A British Gpinion. 

London, Aug. 25.—The Daily News this 
morning, in an article discussing the 
powers of the United States supreme 
court, and the possibility of a decision 
in opposition to the validity of gold con- 
tracts, says: The point is complicated 
by one decision, and the future course of 
the United States supreme court in this 
particular is by no means so certain as 
Vall street and Lombard street would 
like to believe, but the conservatism 
shown by the supreme court, and its 
special respect for property, as demon- 
strated by its verdict against the income 
tax, indicate that the chances are in 
favor of the validity of gold contracts 
being maintained under all circum- 
stances,

NEW CABINET OFFICER, 


Ex-Governor Francis of Missouri to 
Je Seeretary of the Interior, 


Strong Supporter and Warm 
Friend of President. 


Comparatively Young Man Who Has Previously 
Achieved High Honors. 


Buzzard’s Bay, Mass., Aug. 25.,—Presi- 
dent Cleveland announced last night that 
David R. ¥rancis, ex-governor of Mis- 
souri, had been appointed secretary of 
the interior, vice Hoke Smith, resigned. 
He will assume the duties of his office 
Sept. 1. 

Ex-Governor D. R. Francis was born 
at Richmond, Ky., Oct. 1, 1850. His 
education was receiyed in Washington 
university, St. Louis, his family having 
moved tothatcity. In 1870 he graduated, 
receiving the degree of B. A. His first 
employment was with a grain commis- 
sion house, continuing until 1877, when 
he began business for himself. In 1884 
the D. R. Francis & Bro. commission 
house was established, a result of the 
growth of his farm. That same year he 
became president of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change. His first political Positi ym was 
that of a delegate to the national Dem- 
ocratic convention of 1884. In April, 1885, 
he was elected mayor of St. Louis, hav- 
ing been nominated as a dark horse on 
the 185th ballot. In 1888 Mr. Francis was 
elected governor of Missouri. At the ex- 
piration of his term, in 1892, he resumed 
the management of his old firm, but 
which had been kept up by the mem- 
bers of the house. His connection with 
politics since 1892 has been that of a 
silmple citizen. He has always been a 
consistent Democrat. Mrs. Francis is a 
leader in St. Louis society. They have 
four children. 


Washington, Aug. 25.—The announce- 
ment that the president had appointed 
ex-Governor Francis of Missouri to suc- 
ceed Mr. Smith as secretary of the in- 
terior rather surprised Washington 
more because of the suddenness with 
which jt was followed on the heels of the 
announcement of Mr. Smith’s retirement 
than because of the selection. The rea- 
sons for Secretary Smith's voluntary 
withdrawal from the cabinet were under 
stood as soon as the announcement was 
made on Saturday, and it was naturally 
expected that, as he had retired because 
he felt obliged to support the nominees 
of his party at Chicago, his successor 
would be in full harmony with Mr. Cleve- 
land on the money question. There was 
a feeling also that the president would 
probably select Mr. Smith’s successor 
from the middle west, as the south was 
already well reported in his official 
family. Speculation, therefore, went to 
Missouri, Indiana and Illinois, and the 
names of ex-Governor Francis, ex-Con- 
gressman Bynum and others naturally 
suggested themselves. Governor Francis 
took a strong stand in favor of the gold 
standard in the preliminary battle for 
delegates to the Chicago convention, but 
he and his associates were disastrously 
beaten in his state. During the conven- 
tion he was also very active. Since the 
convention he has, it is said by his 
friends here, given no public utterance 
as to his position with regard to the 
Chicago ticket, and, so far as known 
has not at least actively allied himself 
with the movement for the Indinanpolis 
convention. 

Governor Francis throughout his polit 
ical career has been a stre supporte1 
and a warm friend of Mr. Cleveland and 
the administration. It is recalled that 
when Mr. Cleveland was at Lakewood 
making up his cabinet, prior to entering 
upon his second term, ex-Governor Fran- 
cis was summoned there, and there was 
a strong impression for a time that he 
would be givena portfolio. At the time 
he was talked of fora cabinet position, it 
was said he had been bitterly opposed by 
a faction in his state, and that a@ re- 
monstrance against his selection was 
forwarded to Mr. Cleveland. 

Governor Francis is well known In 
Washington. He has been here frequent- 
ly, and is exceeding popular. He was 
here only a few days ago, and it was 
thought when he left that he had gone ta 
Gray Gables. Despite the high honors 
he has already achieved, he is stillacom 
paratively young and vigorous man, of 
sunny temperament and genial dispost- 
tion. Although taller in stature, he some- 
what resembles Secretary Morton in per- 
sonal appearance. He has a florid gom- 
plexion, sandy hai- and mustache, Ex- 
Secretary Francis is said to be a man of 
considerable means. He was said to be 
a millionaire a few years ago. 

Hoke Smith's Plans. 

Atlanta, Aug. 25.—The resignation ot 
Secretary Hoke Smith takes effect Sept. 
1, Secretary Smith will leave Washing- 
ton on that day and go to Lincolnton, 
N. C., where he will spend a few days 
with his family, who have been sojourn- 
ing there part of the summer. Aftera 
short stay he will return to Atlanta, and 
at once resume his law practice. Secre- 
tary Smith does not contpmplate active 
work in the political fight. He regards 
his step in leaving the cabinet as the 
strongest action that he could take in the 
interests of the regular Democratic nom- 
inees. 


Corbett Wants First Go. Go. 

Baltimore, Aug. 25.—James J. Corbett 
last night made the following answer 
to the proposition from San Francisco, 
to the effect that if he would release 
Bharkey, the navy yard man could get 
on a “go” w'th Fitzsimmons, previous to 
the Corbett-Sharkey fight: “I positively 
refuse to consider any such proposition, 
Until I meet Sharkey no one else shall. 
If Fitzsimmons wants to fight, I am 
ready to meet him in three weeks or 
less. After he has met me he can get on 
all the bouts he wants with the San 
Francisco man.”

Quincy people seem to feel that ‘ they,” 
the City Council! are to accomplish all we 
need for the good of body and soul. 


do the good work needed in every direction 
in our city. 

Last winter we had many, too many 
cases of diphtheria here, and in many 
households, during this past year, death 
in this terrible form took little innocents 
who should have been spared, and who 
ougut to have lived, because we have 
learned that diphtheria is a preventable 
disease. 

Perfect cleanliness everywhere, will 
undoubtedly, in a measure, prevent this 
and other such diseases. This means a 
great deal, but it is vital than the 
need of fine houses, tiae furniture and fine 
clothes, It means life, happy life to little 
children, it means less grief in mothers’ 
bearts, it means the possibility of men and 
women to help in the work of the world. 

Public spirit, philanthropy, generosity, 
missionary work are needed right here, 
while Quincy is growing so fast, before it 
gets so large that the evils which spring 
from carelessness and ignorance are too 
great to be met wisely. 

It is easy to build a contagious ward, 
bat it will take money to maintain one. 
Every case of contagious disease among 
us, should be at once isolated. This can 
not be properly done athome. Last winter 
tbree babies in one home were swept from 
ioving parents’ arms within a few days of 
each other, This is only one of many 
similar cases. What help is there for this? 
A need of co-operation, a need of improve- 
ment societies in each ward where what 
touches the heart of our life shall be taken 
up, meetings where overburdened mothers, 
and hard working fathers shall be taught 
this simple primal law of God that touches 
so closely every household and every child 
within it, that ** Cleanliness is next to God- 
ilness,’’ nay, cleanliness is Godlines, and

A Most Poetic Festival In the Little Jap- 
anese Island of Miyajima, 

They were such kindly village and 
fisher folk that we soon grew attached 
to our neighbors, and one old sendo, or 
boatman, and his sons were our daily 
companions. They knew where to take 
us in the morning to see best the beau- 
tiful, tangled and rocky shores, sculling 
the flat bottomed sampan into caves and 
tunnels and under arched rocks that 
framed charming pictures, and we nev- 
er tired floating about the colossal torii, 
the spell of which was stronger each 
day. The Miyajima urchins made wa- 
ter carnivals about us, diving and splash- 
ing tirelessly for the smallest coins, our 

sampan surroanded by these lively lit- 
tle brown frogs, with bright, happy 
faces. On the night of the great Sep- 
tember moon viewing the sendo took 
us far down the shore at sunset, letting 
us see two of the ten forts of the is- 
land’s defenses, their portholes and case- 
ments masked in foliage, and looking 
innocently down upon the narrow, tide- 
swept strait that commands one entrance 
to Ujina. Incoming junks seemed to 
reef their sails purposely for us, fisher- 
men cast and drew their nets, and all of 
picturesque water life showed until 
dusk. 

There was only a little time of dark- 
ening grayness and real night before a 
pale effulgence showed behind the 
heights, and Ochiku San rose, tangled 
herself in @ pine tree’s branches, soared 
clear for awhile as she turned the whole 
bay, the temple and the torii to silver, 
and then, like a true Japanese moon, 
barred herself across with narrow cloud 
bands. There were quiet groups and 
solitary souls muttering under the 
breath on the hill beside the taiko’s 
hall and looking down upon the temple, 
which seemed to be truly floating on a 
full flowing silver sea. Every court was 
a shining space, and no sound was heard 
save the distant hand strokes of those 
praying before the shrines. 

From this vision of enchantment we 
went by shadowy streets to our maple 
leaf home, where the witchery of moon- 
light filled the little glen with more of 
fairyland than ever. At our doorway 4

A deer stood back in 
the shadows, gazing with shining eyes 
at this eloquent offering, but nothing 
disturbed the homely altar until dawn 
showed the saucer burned dry of its oil, 
and the greatest moon festival of the 
year was over.—Eliza Ruhamah Scid- 
more in Century.

were brief. Oswego has a pretty resort on 
lake Ontario called Burt’s point, where 
the waves roll in as at the seaside and 
rocks and fish are washed up. The broad 
expanse of water with no islands or land 
in sight reminds one that the lakes are 
really great. | 

At Batavia is a very level country with 
scarcely any preceptible rise for miles, It | 
is & very pretty town, and one of the 
largest monuments in its cemetery is of 
polished Quincy granite. There is also a | 
monument to one Morgan here, who is 
said to have b2en abducted and murdered. 

At Butfalo and Batavia we envied the 
people their good streets and their nice 
sidewalks. Buffalo is surpassed by few | 
cities in this respect, having a great many | 
miles of asphalt streets. 

Niagara Falls was our grand objective | 
point. We had read that ‘‘ the thunderer | 
of water” was slowly dying and feared 
that the fall of water might cease a few 
years sooner than predicted. A scientist | 
estimates that in 37,000 years the falls will 
have worked back to Buffalo, and will then | 
have ceased to exist. We watched the 
great sight with awe for hours and became 
convinced that it did not move back an 


inch although a small rock fell when we 
were at the ‘Cave of the Winds. We saw! 
the grand falls from all points: Prospect 


park, Goat Island, the Three Sisters, the| 
Steamer Maid of the Mist, the Observation 
Tower, the Suspension bridge, the Queen 
Victoria park and Canadian shore and 
down thé gorge. It was sublime from all | 
points and we could have viewed it for 
days. 

It is said one can ‘‘ do’ the Falls in two 
days, but if he stops longer the Falls may | 
do him, but all the nice public houses are 
not high priced, for clean, home-like 
rooms and good food can be secured at 
Temperance House for $1.50 to $2 per day. 

‘The electric railway rides at Niagara | 
Falls should not be missed. If you come | 
from or go to Buffalo the new line between 
the points will be found a pleasant ride of 
over 20 miles. Oathe American side at 
the Falls isthe new Gorge line, doubled 
tracked, which has recently been opened. | 
Soon after leaving the city the road 
descends an incline to near the water 
level, and no better view of the Whirlpool 
rapids can be obtained than from the cars 
on this railway. On the Canadian side, 
high upon the banks of the river, is the 
Niagara Falls Park to River Railroad, 
which is 13 miles long. It is fantastically | 
circuitous and every turn presents a vista ji te 
of precipice, folliage and river. These | 
latest achievements allow the modern 
visitor to see as was impossible a few years 
ago, the grand cataract, the glorious falls, 
the scenic gorge, the seething whirlpool! } 
and the serpentine valley to the Lake |

The makers of the sauce did an enor- 
mous business and kept their recipe a 
secret. Thieves tried to steal it, and 
other manufacturers imitated the flavor, 
the bottles, the labels and so forth, but 
nobody succeeded in making sauce that 
was just like it. The rival manufactur- 
ers succeeded in getting decisions in 
their favor allowing them to use the 
Bame name and even to have similar 
coats-of-arms and labels, but the name 
of the original makers was a guarantee 
of the peculiar quality of their sauce. 

One day the foreman of the big works 
had a quarrel with the proprietors and 
withdrew. He began making and plac- 
ing on the market a sauce so nearly like 


tell them apart. The foreman kept this 
up awhile and then he suddenly retired 
from the business, closed his works, 
stopped making sauce and lived in lux- 
ury thereafter. Nobody has any posi- 
tive evidence as to the manner in which 
he acquired his wealth so suddenly, but 
some people can guess. 

‘The secret of the tomato catchup 
made here is just as carefully guarded 
as that,’’ said the superintendent. ‘‘We 
say we make catchup without the use of 
chemicals or coloring matter, and we do 
it. Salicylic acid is the standard chem- 
ical to prevent fermentation. If you can 
get just the right amount of that, per- 
haps it is not harmful, but the trouble 
is you have touse just a little too much 
to make sure that fermentation will not 
set in, and that surplus amount of sali- 
cylic acid hinders the natural fermenta- 
tion of food in the stomach. It is as 
plain as that two and two make four. 

“Then there is another thing—the 
coloring matter. These highly colored 
catchups that look so bright are really 
not as pleasing to the eye as catchup that 
retains the natural color of the tomato, 
and they certainly are not so healthful, 
for they contain carmine. Any one who 
knows what carmine is made of doesn’t 
care to eat it.’’ 

So much for the maker’s estimate of 
his own product. The factory is certain- 
ly neat and aromatic. A whiff of the 
air there after dinner is almost as good 
as adash of tomato catchup. It requires 
2,000 tons of tomatoes daily to supply 
the demand for the various preserves 
that are put up here. These are furnish- 
ed largely by the farm in connection 
with the factory and partly by surround- 
ing gardeners. The finest, reddest fruit 
is reserved for the catchup making. It 
must be unbruised. This is placed ina 
scalding machine, where, with two sep- 
arate cold washings and a hot plunge 
bath, the skin is loosened. It then goes 
into a peculiar machine called the ‘‘cy- 
clone,’? which separates the skins and 
seeds from the pulp. Big porcelain lined 
pumps take the pulp to a ‘‘sifter,’’ 
where the coarser fibers are taken out, 
and nothing but the blood red fluid per- 
colates through to be made into catchup. 
Even this refining process is not enough, 
for the water is separated from it, and 
the clear pulp is then placed in large, 
hermetically sealed cans, where it is 
cooked without foreigm substances of 
any kind. 

These cans are taken down through- 
out the year, as occasion demands, and 
the real pri wess of making catchup fron 
the essence of the tomato bes gins. Tho 
pulp goesthroug *h more sifting machines, 
that make it smooth, like cream, and it 
is placed in large, tin lined kettles,

SULTANS’ RASH DOINGS 


Have Furnished British Politicians 
With Plenty to Talk About, 


Zanzibar Bombardment and 
Constantinople Riots 


Both Due to intrigues Instigated by the Semi- 
Civilized Rulers. 


London, Aug. 21.—Politically, the past 
week has been the liveliest in a long time 
past. The bombardment of the palace 
of the Sultan of Zanzibar, the rioting in 
and about Constantinople, the settlement 
of the troubles in Rhodesia, the begin- 
ning of the czar’s tour of the European 
capitals and the advance of the British 
expedition up the Nile have provided 
columns of interesting news daily. 

The Zanzibar incident and the Con- 
stantinople massacres came like a couple 
of tornadoes, the British press is unani- 
mous In expressing the opinion that the 
attack upon the Ottoman bank has done 
immeasureable harm to the Armenian 
cause, and news of fresh massacres of 
Arinenians in the provinces as reprisals 
is hourly expected. The liberal news- 
papers, however, express the gravest 
deubts at the 
aitair. They believe it was got up by 
agents’ provocateurs, The Speaker says: 
The official account, ascribing the af- 
fair to the Armenian egitators, is 
stamped in every detall as a falsehood, 
and certain proof that it is a tissue of 
lies is that the assailants of the bank, 
atter their capture, were removed on 
board Sir Edgar Vincent's yacht, This 
not the way the sultan deals with 
caught red-handed. If these

prisoners really revolted against the sul- | 


tan they would not have lived 10 min- 
utes after their surrender, and the ir- 
resistable conclusion is that the men 
were secretly acting under palace or- 
ders, and that the 
order to afford an excuse for another 
maseacre, 

tegarding the bombardment of the 
palace of Zanzibar, it appears that the 
government, in spite of the 
brought to bear upon it from jingo quar- 
ters, does not intend to make Zanzibara 
British colony. The 
mere figurehead in the hands of the Brit- 
ish officials and the present system of 
ovVernment is much cheaper than a col- 
onial government, and it will please the 
natives better, as they want to live under 
a Mohammedan sultan, 
difliculty in the way of a colony at Zan- 
zibar is in the fact that it would entail 
the immediate abolition of slavery, 
which would be certain to lead to trou- 
ble. 

Said Khalid, the suppressed usurper, 
made a very clever move in taking re- 
fuge in the German consulate, as, ac- 
cording to the German press, he will 
only be handed over to the British on the 
latter’s guarantee that he will be treated, 
if not as a prince waging war against 
sreat Britain, at any rate as a political 
prisoner. Thus he cannot be executed, 
a consummation of the trouble which 
would be approved by the merchants of 
Zanzibar. 

Emperor William and his minister for 
foreign affairs, Baron Marschall von 
Bieberstein, have had a long conference 
on the subject of the @ombardment of 
Zanzibar, which has afiorded a splendid 
opportunity to the Anglophobe section 
of the German newspapers. The Tage- 
blatt, for instance, speaks of “England’s 
brutal action,” and other newspapers in- 
dulge in similar comments. 

z.ccording to the latest news from 
Zauzibar, Said Khalid has had a revolu- 
tionary centre at Zanzibar for months 
past, in a mosque near the French con- 
Suiate, and had been waiting for an op- 
portunity, which was furnished him in 
the death of the sultan, to make an out- 
break. 

A dispatch to The Daily News from 
Constantinople gives a personal inter- 
view with Frank Barker, who was left, 
in the place of Sir Edgar Vincent, as 
a hostage during the negotiations be- 
tween the Armenian leaders in the Ot- 
toman bank raid and the Turkish offi- 
cials. The dispatch says: Frank Bar- 
ker stated that the invaders told him 
that they intended to seize the Credit 
Lyonaise officers and explode a bomb 
there. It was part of their plan to raid 
the Voivolda police station at the same 
time. The bombs were to be exploded 
at the police station simultaneously 
With the attack upon the Credit Lyon- 
aise. However, the men detailed for the 
attack on Credit Lyonaise at Constantl!- 
nople had nothing to do with the killing 
of the Armenians. The mobs consisted 
entirely of the lowest classes of Constan- 
tinople and its suburbs, lazzaront, the 
khurea and the men who work along 
the wharves of the city. It is esti- 
mated that over 4000 persons were killed. 
Stamboul has been covered with revo- 
lutionary placards, evidently posted by 
the Young Turkey party. Serious trou- 
ble is expected tomorrow, the anniver- 
sary of the sultan’s accession, 

A dispatch to The Post from Constan- 
tinople says: Members of the Armenian 
revolutionary societies threw a bomb on 
the premises of the Credit Lyonaise and 
the Tobacco syndicate Saturday night. 
The amount of the damage is not re- 
ported. 


Seals Fast Disappearing. 

Seattle, Wash., Aug. 31.—A member of 
the government commission, appointed 
to investigate seal fisheries in northern 
waters, writes that the herds have dimin- 
ished to an insignificant fraction of their 
former proportions. The North Amer-
